representing silk worms in the vari- 
ous stages of muscardine;

glance at which sliowed 
me that it 
was the identical disease of which tt 
great portion 
of the silk 
worms in 
this country have 
perished. 
All 
who saw the 
disease last summer 
and have seen this plate, identified 
it instantly, 
i shall endeavor to 
have translations made ftT the next 
number of the Silk Journal, and if 
possible, shall accompany them with 
a copy of the plate, that all 
may 
read, see, and judge for themselves, 
in the mean time, 
however, 1 have 
thou4;htit advisable in this hasty no 
tice of the fact, that all silk growers 
may he enabled to apply the preven 
live and remedy. 
Happily, the rem 
edy will do no harm, either to the 
healthy worms or those that may be 
effected with other disease, and is 
cheap and easy applied. 
The rem 
edy is a free application of air slack 
ed Urne to the worms, and also to the 
doors of the cocoonery, and 
white 
washing all the wtiod work of the 
fixtures. 
The lime should he sifted 
through 
a fine stve, on the 
worm, 
two or three times a week if healthy 
and once a day if diseased, in the 
morning before the first feeding, and 
after cleaning the hurdles. 
The 
^quantity of lime to be sifted on the 
worms may be just sufficient to whi 
ten the worms and leaves well; and 
it should he commeiiced when the 
worns are half grown—say 
twelve 
ta fifteen d a y s 
old.

ciPLES OF M U S B A N D U Y . — 1. 
What 
ever may be the nature of 3'our soil, 
and situation of your farm, remem 
ber that there is no soil so good but 
it may be exhausted and ruined by 
bad tillage, and that there is none so 
bad tbat it cannot be rendered for 
tile by good tillage, even 
barren 
heath, if it can be 
swarded. 


2. The true art of husbandry con 
sists in suffering no crop to grow up 
on your land that wilt^o far exhaust 
your soil as to lessen the value of 
yonr succeeding 
crop, 
whatevet 
profit such crop may afford you. 


3. T o avoid this, suffer no crop 
lo grow two years successively, up- 
on the same piece of ground, excep 
tinggra^s and buckwheat, 
without 
the fertilising aid of rich manures to 
support the strength of the soil, and 
even then, 
a change of crops will 
generally do best exceptng 
onions, 
carrots, and hemp. 


4. Every plant derives from the 
earth for its giowlh, such properties 
as are peculiar to itself; any plant, 
when followetl successively for two 
ur more years upon the same ground 
will exhaust the »«oil uf these prop 
erties peculiar lo iUelf. wilhou i les- 


eningits powers lo produce 
gome 
other plants. T h e fart is inoststrik 
if'gthe article of flax, which will not 
bear lo be repeated more than 
once 
in seven years and is common to all 
crops, Willi the exception of 
those 
noticed above. 


5. T o avoid this evil, 
arrange 
your farms in such divisions as will 
enable you to improve all the varie 
lies of crops your land may require, 
in 
such regular succession, as to 
form a routine of five, six or seven 
years, according to the nature, qual 
ity and situation of your farm. 


6. This methofl will make poor 
land good, and gooti better. 
Try 
and see.—Farmer^s Cabinet.

claim to 
the term old. 
Whether 
it 
be 
in 
second 
childhood I will not undertake to decide, bu^ 
there is nothing like this place in 
our N e w 
World; neither resemblance 
nor 
contrast 
can i find when I wish to give you an idea 
x>f a Moorish city or its iohabitAnta. 


Tangier 
is a 
well-fortified 
place, all 
things considered, the walls are well built 
•nd cannon are not wanting, but whether 
ihey are fit for aervice or efficiently manned 
IS quite another afiair. 
It is beautifully {sit- 
uated at the bead of the deep bay, 
and at 
this season the bold bills which surround 
it 
are clothed in green, 
forming a delightful 
contrast with the white walls and terraces of 
the city as it rises in from the bay. 
T h e 
general appearance, then, ia much more pre- 
posaessing than Gibraltar; nor do I believe 
there is one city of the same size in 
Ameri- 
ca that presents to the approaching specta- 
tor a more inviting aspect. 
W e hailed this 
fair promise with rapture; but even 
before 
our entrance within the walls dispelled 
the 
il u^ion, we were made to feel how far we 
were from our own dear land, where the law 
ef the State and the courage of her sons are 
fouiid sufficient defences. 
We left GibraU 
ter on MondayjJwe'lljnot tell what Monday of 
the year—on a boat that plies regularly 
be^ 
tween the Rock and Tangier under the pro- 
tection of the Consul 
of 
Sardinia. 
Our 
Captain an excellent man but a little tinaiJ, 
put back to Gibraltar after making four or 
five miles in as many hours against a head 
wind. 
I had made up my mind so decidedly 
to sleep in Africa that night, that I 
almost 
regretted changing the hope for the splend.d 
drawing room and delightful society of the 
Consulate. 
And I must add my miie while 
on the subject, to the general esteem, with 
which our Consul there is 
regarded by his 
countrymen. 
H i s urbane and princely hos- 
pitality knows no stint; the emoluments 
oí 
his office could never sustain it, unaided by 
bis noble private fortune. 
His lady, too, is 
one of the most agreeable women 
that ha¿ 
ever been called to do the honors of our fiag 
in the Mediterranean. 
By every 
acquaint^ 
ance, from the titled aristocracy of England 
to the lowest citizen, she is universally 
be 
loved. 
Some one said in the presence 
of 
the Interpreter of the American 
Consulate 
here, that Mrs. S. was a 'fine lady.' 
Peter 
echoed the words in something like a dis- 
aenting tone. 
We all looked 
our 
surprise 
*A fine lady?' said he. «ISo, sir, Mr. Sprague 
IS a fine gentleman, and 
his sons too are 
•ery fine gentlemen,and every body eays so; 
but Mrs. S. is not like any other lady—she 
Ú an angelí* 
As Peter would defend this 
particular opinion to the death, 
instead 
of 
interfering with it we will once more betake 
ourselves to our good ship with the intermi- 
nable name, and two masts and a half like 
a barque, that was to take us to Afriea.— 
T h e second efiurt was successful, the straits 
were soon gained, 
end we enjoyed in 
the 
clear bright day a charming prospect. 
On 
our right was Europe, on the left Africa, and 
both distinctly in view. 
Both shores presen- 
ted a verdant and picturesque range of hills 
mountainb is a better word,—varying every 
moment their features as we sailed 
b y . - - 
There was litt'e signs of cultivation on the 
Moorish Coavt, though the deep recesse 
of 
those moutttains shelter a numerous and har- 
dy population of shepards, husbandmen- or 
robbers, according to circumstances; that is, 
they work when they must, and rob when they 
can. 
T h e Spanish side is more varied, a 
village or a country house occasionally 
ap- 
pears, still it is scarcely more interesting ur 
more secure than the opposite shore. 
It is 
surprising to observe the entire difference of 
religion, customs and social character 
be- 
tween nations only separated by fifieen miled 
of water. 
One would suppose that 
centu- 
f ies of war, conques» and possession 
must 
have left the impress of similarity, if not of 
good will, but it is not so. 
Such traces 
as 
remain are faint and altogether physical; in 
Spain, ruined palaces show the xMoor baa 
dwelt there as lord—here, massive but crum- 
bling tpwera 
show how 
hardly 
won and 
briefly kept was .Christian rule. 
One of the 
points that command the Bay of Tangier is 
crowned by one of (hose towers that both 
M o o r e and Christisn wasted so much blood 
| o build op 
the enemy's spil, while every 
i p a a M o f r e a J prospariiy at home w6§ 
ne- 
glected. 
It is now held by a few 
soldiers 
as a kind of outpost, but if of oo great ao 
é i u n t in t o y way.

dipping below the horizon. 
W q 
hurried 
into a amaller boat and were rowed within 
few yards of the beach, when she 
grounded 
on the sand 
In an inatantbalf a dozen wild 
looking men rushed through the water, and 
pnasesstng themselves oí us almost whether 
we «Vould or no. conveyed us safely to the 
dry ground. 
Fortunately we there found 
Senor-Peter, Interpreter to the 
American 
Consulate, who took us und«r bis immedi 
ate giudance and protection. 
H e seized our 
papers in virtue o( his office, and 
fiourishing 
them above bis bead with a most authorita- 
tive air, and pronouncing the magic 
words 
'Consul Americano,* 
led 
the way to the 
gates. 
T h e officious crowd fell back, and 
casting one glance at the while battlemcnt- 
ed walls that ranged 
along the beach 
and 
climbed a hill on the right, at the bearded, 
turbaned, barefooted Moors that were stand 
ing idly between them and the bay—and the 
bay itself deepening from 
clear blue to a 
rich 
violet in the near »unset—I hastily 
turned to follow (he parly witbiu (be gates 
foj there was no tinte to lose. 
A venerable 
Moor, whose fair complexion and 
snowy 
beard were relieved by a superb 
pair 
of 
black eyes, sought to slop us as we entered. 
Peter interfered, with perfect success. 
W e 
were, he said, the particular friends of Mr. 
Carr, the Consul, and cvuld by no means be 
permitted to remain outvide all night; the 
papers could be seen 
by the Bashaw 
to- 
morrow, and in the meantime on bis head 
be the responsibility. 
T h e old man seemed 
to think a permission to enter, given 
the 
day after we were in Tangier, would 
be 
rather late; but the rights of 
Consuls 
are 
sacredly observed by the Government, and 
the 
officer let 
us 
pass wiih—'On 
your 
head be it!' 
Without 
the least 
hesitation 
this representative of the Stars and Stripes 
conducted us through a number of narrow, 
ill-paved and not loo clean passages, run- 
ning hither and thither, with a most 
sover- 
eign contempt of straight lines and right an- 
gles, but always between walla that might 
belong to gardens or out bouses; for not a 
window was to bo ¿een, and the heavy doors 
with iron rings for knockers, did not seen» 
lo open 
into 
dwellings. 
I 
could 
not 
realize we were in the heart of a populous 
town; it rather seemed 
a labrynth of petty 
storehouses, depending on some 
stronghold 
that 
we should presently come to. 
'Are 
these dark, six feet wide passages a fair 
specimen 
of 
the streets of Tangier?" 
I 
asked of our conductor. 
«Yes, they are all 
much the same thing,' replied he, 
stopping 
as ho spoke, at a low massive arch thrown 
across the street, 'and this iJ our consulate.' 
We were ushered into a handsome 
drawing 
room, and met as we anticipated a polite re« 
ception. 


After tea we ascended to the terrace, to 
take a survey of 
the place by moonlight; 
the roofs are made perfectly flat and 
white- 
washed; seen in the imperfect light, the gen- 
eral effect was not unlike an immense irreg- 
ular pavement of white marble,for the streets 
were too narrow to show a marked 
separa- 
ation of the square masses composing the 
houses. 
T h e dark hills, crowned 
on 
the 
north by a castle, bounded in the land view, 
while below the walls on the other side calm- 
ly slept the sea. 
Here and there rose the 
slender flug-staff of some consulate. 
We 
looked at our own with a fond pride that 
I, 
at least, never felt at home; this bui'ding was 
a little piece of our Country and Government

T h e Alloii police officer, to iihotn 
Batfsbtr gate inforaalioo of the con 
fesaioQ which bad bten made by 
Madisoo lo Ënois, detailed all (he 
facts wbich were brought out ou the 
exaiDioatioii iu St. Louis. 
Charle- 
ville^ ieitiqmony bore against the 
character of Brown in no other res- 
than as showiog him to have 
l>eeQ oil very intimate 
terms with 
Madlsou and Seweli. 
The witness 
«ummoaed on his behalf» testified to 
bis good character,and uo formty or 
-derly behaviour. 


Several witnesses were examined 
for and against Browu^ but the testi 
mony amounted to nothing, eillier 
Wig?; more than we have 
stated. 
Ha was iremandifd by the Maj'or 
altogether on the 8li'ci)gth oflht' 
teslimony of Chailville, who HIMIH* 
ideutififd him, and from the conies 
sion aod implication of Madi(»on, 
which was presented before Ibe May 
or of St. Louis by Ennis. 


T h e St. Louis Republican of May 
1, gives a full account of the devel 
opemenis which had been made du 
ring the two or three days pi eceediog 
with reference to the horrible trage- 
dy which was enacted in that city 
on the night of the 17th April — 
Through the propensity of guilt to 
babble, the facts came to the know! 
edge of a negro barber named Eil 
ward U. Enois, who communicated 
them to a mulatto frieml witn a re 
quest that he would advise him what 
course to pursue with reference to 
the matter. 
Butcher, this friend re 
?ed to advise him, but subsequent 
ly, while Ëonis was up in 
Alton, 
informed a police officer of thai 
town of what had been communica 
ted to him. 
Ennis was immediate 
ly arrested, and made a full confes- 
sion of what he had learned. T h e 
circumstances of the bloody affair, 
as detailed by him, are related a«» 
follows io the St. Louis llepublic- 
ao: 


<<About 10 o'clock on Sunday 
Dight, 
[April 17th,J 
Ennis 
went 
from the barber shop to his board- 
log house, with Leah, a free yellow 
womauy and Peter CharlvilleJ^ a free 
man, on Third between Market and 
Wail stieels. 
Shortly after he had 
gone to bed, a negro slave named 
Madison, came to the duor, knocked 
and was admitted. 
Soon after be 
ing admitted, Madison exclaimed, 
-d d—D the luck,' »nd on an in- 
quiry why, be stated 
have done 
more murder to night than ever be- 
fore and have not been paid for il;" 
aod after remarking that there would 
be an alarm of fire sliortly, he stated 
40 substance, that he and three yel 
low men, viz: James Seward, Alias 
Sewell, Warrick and Brown, had 
gone on that nii;ht to Mr. Petus-i< 
counting room, (hat the door was 
locked, Madison entered alone, Mr. 
Baker was sitting down 
with his 
boots off, reading a newspaper, 
Madison 
walked up and presented 
a bank bill to him, and asked him if 
it was good, and as Baker turned 
to look at the bill he struck him 
over the head 
with a short bar of 
iron which he had concealed under 
his arm; the others 
then 
came in 
«ad they lepeated the blows 
until 
be was quite dead, his skull and 
PJie side of the head 
completely 
(mashed, after searching the body 
sfor the keys they rolled it up in the 
bed clothes and placed it in the bed. 


Xbey secured the door and went 
fto work ou the vault to open it.— 
\While at work, Mr. Weaver came 
to the door aod knocked, and oall 
ed to 4e«sc (Mr. Baker) t.> let him 
in. 
Some dispute ensued 
between 
Brown and Madison, which should 
kill Weaver; and it was insisted 
,tbat Madison, as he bad killed Ba 
kt r, but he refused, saying that he 
had dooe.bis share and would do no 
more. 
Brown opened the duor and 
placed himself behind it, and Wea- 
ker passed 
into the room, 
struck 
him over the head with a bar of iron 
on tba second blow he fell and at 
tempting to rise 
Brown thrust a 
aharp bar of iron through hi» head. 
Ennii in his statement, does not con 
firm the report of the firing of pis. 
tots, but sayfl, that having heard
